The Washington 
Merry-Go-Round 


BY DREW PEARSON 
Washington—Only a handful ot people 
know it, but Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
is 
about the only man who ever declined a 
presidential order to come to Washington 
to confer with the President of the United 
States. 
The incident

trouble over the carrying 
out of directives and at

General who causes the w ar department 
to maintain a special office for “the draft­ 
ing of polite messages.” 
Whereas routine 
orders are sent to most Generals in 
the 
field, every communication to MacArthur 
is first sent to a special office to be re­ 
written into careful diplomatic language.

Not since the turbulent days when Jesse 
J ont^ was battling it out with FDR has so 
much inner-circle criticism been heaped on 
j the head of one man in government—in 
this case semi-somnolent John Snyder of 
St. Louis, the alleged reconversion czar.

Lake Vessel Committee

Although poultry does not play 
an im portant p art 
in the 
Delta 
county farm picture, poultrym en 
will be encouraged to know that 
the federal governm ent is ready 
to spend 
IOO million dollars to 
support 1946 egg prices at 90 per 
cent of parity to the producers. 
At a recent Michigan S tate Col­ 
lege egg m arketing conference at 
East Lansing, H obart Creighton of 
W ashington, D. C., chief of the 
departm ent of agriculture’s poul­ 
try branch, said that 90 per cent 
of parity would m ean a national 
average price of 29 cents a dozen 
for edible eggs. He said this should 
reflect a m idw est average of 27 
cents a dozen. 
In Delta county, poultrym en are 
being encouraged to place a better 
grade of eggs on the m arket. Bet­ 
ter understanding of poultry dis­ 
eases and their control, and the 
purchase of baby chicks earlier in 
the spring also are 
being 
en ­ 
couraged. 
Production Up 50 Per Cent 
A t the Michigan State College 
egg 
conference 
C reighton 
said 
Congress had com m itted the gov­ 
ernm ent to support egg prices for 
two years after the w ar to m ake 
it possible for farm ers to adjust 
production from w artim e to peace­ 
time requirem ents. 
U nder gov­ 
ern m en t w artim e stim ulation, egg 
production nationally has been in ­ 
creased 50 per cent. 
Creighton 
w arned 
that 
e g g s 
would be purchased on a "loss off” 
basis. 
He said this would mean 
that the governm ent would pay 
the support price only for edible 
eggs. 
A simplified purchase program 
will be used in the purchase of 
surplus eggs, if and w hen exces­ 
sive supplies begin to accum ulate. 
Creighton 
reported 
the 
govern­ 
m ent hoped to acquire the builk 
of the eggs through dehydrators. 
who will be required to prove that 
their dried eggs w ere purchased 
at prices reflecting the national 
average of 27 to 29 cents a dozen 
to farmers. 
"W e do not propose to w ear out 
the rails as we did tw o years ago, 
shipping 
governm ent 
eggs from 
o re state to another for storing.” 
Creighton added. 
"A nd none of 
the eggs purchased bv the govern­ 
m ent will he dum ned later on the 
domestic m arket. The governm ent 
plans to release part of the dried 
eggs to public institutions and to 
schools for lunch program s, but 
the hulk of its purchases will be 
used in foreign relief shipm ents.”

"It is possible the governm ent 
mnv not find it necessary to buv 
a single egg.” Creighton reported.
